Bage! Shop remains in 
Umbo, but wouid be exempt

This is the way the drive-through restaurant contro¬ 
versy ends; Not with a bang, but a whimper. At the 
August 27 City Council meeting, the motion on a mora¬ 
torium on drive-through businesses did not have enough 
support to pass as an urgency item. However, it appears 
that there will be more than a moratorium now; an out¬ 
right ban is in the works. 

Placed on the City Council’s regular agenda Tuesday 
night at the request of Mayor Adams was a non-urgency 
attempt to address the situation. Several opponents of 
drive-thru establishments were on hand at August’s 
meeting, and hundreds signed an impromptu petition. 
Clearly, most of Sierra Madre is opposed to drive-thrus. 

There is no policy in the General Plan concerning 
drive-thru establishments, but Developmental Services 
Director Anne McIntosh notes in a staff report that “the 
types of retail uses called out in Economic Development 
strategy do not rely on drive-throughs to be successful.” 

Bill Sullivan, still awaiting Planning Commission 
approval or denial on a Conditional Use Permit for a 
piece of his property that could become a bagel shop, 
would be exempt from the ruling, as his application was 
filed before the Council’s action. The Bagel Shop’s own-

Most people would choose the word “community” before 
“city” when referring to Sierra Madre. Doesn’t “city” just 
sound far too impersonal? “Community” brings with it con¬ 
notations of togetherness.

Dear Editor, 

With other issues recently gaining attention in the 
Sierra Madrean psyche such as Drive-thru’s and Fast - 
food, I would like to regress a little and comment on the 
subject of the Cultural Heritage Commission. After fi¬ 
nally attending a city council meeting where the CHC 
was the subject of discussion back in July, I eventually 
discovered what all the commotion was about. While 
listening to the comments of the parade of individuals 
whole felt the need to express their opinions of which I 
was and early naive participant, I saw a pattern of be¬ 
havior that was quite interesting. There seems to be two 
major forces driving residents to oppose the CHC that 
have become misguided.

The ironic thing 
is that these are exactly the people the CHC can indi¬ 
rectly help the most as there will be essentially no change 
in the way their houses are maintained regardless. It is 
the other guys who don’t care what is done or how things 
look as long as it functions and is cheap. What may be 
tacky to most people and an eyesore for the community 
may be perfectly fine to another individual. One may 
consider it demeaning to have to ask approval for a 
project on their house but people must realize there is 
bad advice and improper materials that may find their 
way into a project. The CHC can keep Sierra Madre 
proud by keeping a watchful, informative, and helpful 
eye n the resources that make this city special. 

The other force that I noticed is “greed”. Unfortu¬ 
nately, the CHC cannot help these people as much who 
desire to make the maximum profit possible form a prop¬ 
erty without concern for it’s historical interest or effect 
on the rest of the community. Indeed, if I had the good 
fortune to own or inherit additional property in Sierra 
Madre or for that matter anywhere, I may alsi be so 
inclined to make as much money from the situation as I 
could as long as my own residence was not adversely 
affected by my development plans. I do not fault these 
people because many people would try to make the most 
out of a situation unless of course they must comply by 
certain guidelines or they happen to be the special indi¬ 
vidual who is sensitive to the character of the commu¬ 
nity. Interestingly, it has been shown by research that a 
strong CHC in a city can keep property values above 
what could be maintained without a CHC. Therefore, it 
seems that either a few pockets can be lined with addi¬ 
tional wealth without a CHC or the whole community 
can benefit with a CHC. 

Unfortunately, it seems the “pride” group has com¬ 
bined with the “greed” group to form a club designed to 
reach a common goal to weaken considerably or even 
eliminate the CHC. This I find truly sad. These indi¬ 
viduals that have banded together must try and under¬ 
stand the objective of the CHC, as well as objectively 
evaluate the forces that are behind each others actions.

Prayer Is a Conversation With Qod 

If we associate prayer only with kneeling down and 
saying a written set of prayers, then we have a very lim¬ 
ited view. St. Teresa of Avila, a Doctor of the Church, 
has written of prayer as a conversation with God. When 
we think of prayer in this way, it opens up a whole new 
world. We can think of God as walking right beside us, 
not only in those moments set aside for prayer, but in 
every moment of our lives. 

We can think of Him while going about our every¬ 
day tasks, wile driving in the car, while waiting in tine 
at the market, while sitting in the doctor’s office, while 
cleaning house, or writing a memo, while racking leaves 
or painting a wall. Prayer has been defined as a lifting 
of our hearts and minds to God. When thought of this 
way, then we realize that it can be part of any moment. 
And what about those times when we don’t know what 
to say to God. Words are not always necessary and if 
we feel unable to communicate in any way, why we can 
just say, “Help me.” 

God wants to be intimately part of our everyday lives. 
One saint said the he who only prayed when kneeing 
prayed very little. We do need to set aside time for this 
kind of prayer. But we shouldn’t limit ourselves exclu¬ 
sively to this form of prayer. We need to realize that 
we cannot divorce prayer from our daily existence. Each 
day is can be a conversation with God, whether we re¬ 
alize it or not. But this realization doesn’t happen over¬ 
night; we have to work at this relationship. Our goal here 
on earth is to achieve union with the Almighty. God is 
calling everyone to this intimate relationship with Him. 
We just need to listen and respond. 

Faith Pasadena 

At the end of summer, our attention turns back to 
school. I would like to tell the following story on this 
topic. “Nobody likes me at school,” said a son to his 
mother. ‘The teachers don’t, and the kids don’t. The 
superintendent wants to transfer me, the bus drivers hate 
me, and the custodians have it in for me. I don’t want 
to go.” But, his mother insisted, “You have to go. 
You’re healthy. You have a lot to learn. You’ve got 
something to offer others. You’re a leader. Besides, 
you’re 49 years old, and you’re the principal! You’ve 
got to go to school!” 

The word school came from the Greek word, 
“skhole,” meaning leisure. Originally, this time of lei¬ 
sure was the children’s playtime. Eventually, teaching 
was added to this period and the building where all this 
happened was called a “skhola.” From that word came 
the Latin word “scholaris,” a school child. Lon Watters 
offered this definition: “School is a building that has 
four walls - with tomorrow inside.” 

School also happens in churches. Jesus said to all of 
us Matthew 28, Therefore go and make disciples of all 
nations, baptizing them in the name of the Father and 
of The Son and of the Holy Spirit, and teaching them to 
obey everything I have commanded you. This is the 
mission of the church! And so, as our attention is turned 
to back to school, we highlight our mission as HIS 
church. Our Christian education program is an impor¬ 
tant part of fulfilling Christ’s commission. 

There is a story about factory workers in a small vil¬ 
lage in northern France. It seems they worked in a place 
that made lavender for use in perfumes. Each evening 
as the workers would leave work they would walk down 
the streets of the little village and the whole community 
would be filled with the sweet aroma of lavender that 
had clung to the workers while they labored in the lav¬ 
ender plant. 

And that is how it should be with us. As we follow 
our Lord our lives should so reflect him that as we go 
out into our world we, too, will fill it with the goodness 
and love of Christ.

around $40 to cover all of 
the supplies required for 
drawing, which the first 
several lessons focus on. 

Degas said, “You can 
only paint as well as you 
can draw.’’

Says Sheila Gluck,

‘I want to paint; I don’t 
want to draw.’ Well, it 
doesn’t work that way.’’ 
Fundamentals. Back to 
basics. Most students will 
go about 2 1/2 months be¬ 
fore adding color to their 
work, though some will 
progress more quickly 
than others.
